‘Real, Real Thrill,' Schirra Describes 
Flight Which is Likely to Run Full Six

He was in complete command 
of his Sigma 7 spacecraft as he 
passed over Cape Canaveral at 
10:23 a.m. (EST> at the ena of 
the second orbit and swung into 
the third. There was ail evidence 
that pilot and spacecraft were in 
condition to complete the full six- 
orbit mission. 
His exuberant description of the 
flight came down from the sky a 
few minutes earlier in a discus­ 
sion with Astronaut John H. Glenn 
Jr.. monitoring the flight at the 
Point 
Arguello, 
Caiif., 
tracking 
station. 


“ It's hard to describe things up 
here,” Shirra told the man who 
had pioneered U.S. orbital flight 
earlier this year. 
Schirra said he had a delightful 
report to make fc> Glenn: “I, too. 
see fireflies.” He referred to the 
luminous particles which 
Glenn 
saw' flying outside his spacecraft 
each time he went through a sun­ 
rise. At the end of the first orbit, 
Schirra also reported seeing the 
bright particles. He told of them 
in a talk with Astronaut Malcolm 
Scott Carpenter, who was at the 
Guaymas, Mexico, station. 
Carpenter, 
on

May, also saw the particles and 
was 
able 
to 
create 
them 
by 
pounding on the side of his cap3 
sule. This led scientists to believe 
that the fireflies—or snowflakes, 
as Carpenter called them—were 
pieces of frost breaking off the 
capsule and being illuminated by 
the rising sun. 
As Schirra zipped above Cape 
Canaveral to begin orbit three, he 
commenced drifting flight for the 
first time. He shut off all controls 
and electrical power and allowed 
the craft to move freely on its 
roil, pitch and yaw axes. 
In tins phase, the vehicle ro­ 
tates slowly, making about one 


re\olution 
every 30 
minutes 
if 
control is not ^established by th« 
pilot. In drifting flight, the cap* 
sule does not float far off cours# 
because it is flying an orbital path 
determined by the laws of nature, 
much like a bullet fired by a rifle. 
Purpose of the drifting is to con­ 
serve control fuel and electrial 
power. Just how well Schirra did 
this was important to an 18 orbit, 
24 hour flight—the next U.S. man- 
in-space shot set for 1963. 
Schirra’s flight, if it went si* 
orbits, would nearly double the 
tune spent by astronauts Glena 
and Carpenter earlier this year. 
But it would be far short of Rus­ 
sia's manned orbital flight time.

secret Soviet Labor Experts 
Take Over Cuba’s Work 
Force, Set Up Actual 
Industrial Slave State 
(While the eyes of the world 
have been on the ships pouring 
Soviet military supplies and tech­ 
nicians into Cuba. Soviet police 
and production specialists, long in 
Havana, have quietly set up an 
internal control system. It can 
only be described, even in mod­ 
erate terms, as a “slave labor 
state.” It is patterned on the 
original Lenin-Sialin operation in 
the USSR. That is how it has 
just been described to me by one 
who has been in and out of Cuba 
within the past month. This “per­ 
son.” a Cuban government em­ 
ploye, is back in Cuba today. Aft­ 
er hours of conversation in a city 
which must not be identified.

ban can earn his daily bread— 
even as little as is available—if

Coupled with this is a “system 
of volunteer workers” similar to 
the operation 1 observed in East 
Berlin in the evenings and over 
week-ends. It is simply a method 
to create a macabre moonlight­ 
ing.

BUDGET HEARINGS 
(No. 18 in a Series) 


Most taxpayers tike to com plain 
about what they regard as high 
taxes w henever it is proposed to 
increase taxes, there is talk that 
taxes ought to be reduced instead 
oi raised. 
The 
taxpayer 
rarely 
stops to count up what he gets for 
his tax dollar in the way of schools, 
services and im provem ents. 
In m any localities, including boili 
-cnuol districts and m unicipalities 
the law provides for public notice 
to be given w henever next year’s 
budget is up for adoption. Oppor­ 
tune c is thus given for citizens and 
taxpayers to attend these m eetings 
of the school board or city council. 
If they did attend they could ask 
questions or register objections, if 


so inclined. The sad fact is that 
few voters take the trouble to at­ 
tend such hearings. 
Three such notices published in 
accordance with the law in news­ 
papers of general circulation, call 
this situation to mind. One was for 
the proposed tax budget of a city 
of some 5.000 population for the 
coming fiscal year. Another had to 
do with the proposed budget for 
a township board of education and 
the third concerned the tentative 
budget for an exempted village 
school district. The last said that 
two copies of the budget were on 
file in the office of the district clerk 
tor prior inspection. 
Citizens are pretty much alike in 
their deeming apathy toward such 
matters. But it is important to note 
that where proposed budgets of this 
kind are involved, the law requires 
published notices in newspapers. 
This is a basic part of due process 
which is so important to the Am­ 
erican way of life. Failure to res­ 
pond when such public notice is 
gh en is the voter’s or taxpayer's 
loss and in no way weakens the 
principle of public notice.

CONTROLLING DRUGS 


The strong suspicion that a new tranquilizer may cause 
deformities in infants if taken by mothers during a short, 
critical, period of pregnancy has horrified Americans. 
A vigilant civil servant. Dr. Frances Oldham Kelsey of 
the Food and Drug Administration, has been honored for 
preventing this drug’s sale in the United States. 
There is reason to examine our laws to provide maximum 
protection to the public, now. and continually. As Dr. Kel­ 
sey said, “drugs are drugs and there’ll always be an element 
of risk.” 
It’s difficult to recall similar cases in the recent past, 
and anyone’s chances of coming to harm from taking a 
drug as prescribed by his physicians are very small, be­ 
cause the FDA. drug makers and physicians all "realize what 
is at stake when substances powerful enough to reverse ser­ 
ious illnesses are administered to human beings. 
A drug strong enough to cure often is strong enough to 
kill. 
But new' laws drawn quickly to prevent some tragedies 
could lead to other tragedies. Who knows at what moment 
some laboratory will produce a drug that will cure leukemia 
or muscular dystrophy? Such a drug must be tested, of 
course, and yet each day it is withheld from physicians, in­ 
evitably. wiil be a fatal day for countless patients w'ho 
might have been saved. 
The knowledge and discretion of Government officials, 
manufacturers and doctors all are brought to bear in de­ 
ciding when a drug is ready for testing on human beings, 
and no other tests will show w'hat a medicine will do to man. 
Perhaps new drug legislation is required. Care must be 
taken not to frame it so that Americans arc denied the new 
discoveries of tomorrow’ until it is too late to save the lives 
of many of them.

Most taxpay ers like to complain 
about what they 
regard as high 
taxes whenever .1 is proposed to 
increase taxe.-. there is talk that 
iaxei ought to be reduced instead 
ot raised.

stops to count up what he gets for 
his tax dollar >n the way of schools, 
services and im provem ents. 
In many localities, including both 
school districts and municipalities 
the law provides for public notice 
to b« given w henever next 
car’s 
budget is up for adoption. Oppor­ 
tunity is thus given for citizens and 
taxpayers to attend these meetings 
of the school board or city council. 
If they did attend they could ask 
questions or register objections, if 


so inclined. The sad fact is that 
few voters take the trouble to at­ 
tend such hearings. 
Three such notices published in 
accordance with the law in news­ 
papers of general circulation, call 
this situation to mind. One was for 
the proposed tax budget of a city 
of some 5.000 population for the 
coming fiscal year. Another had to 
do with the proposed budget for 
a township board of education and 
the third concerned the tentative 
budget for an exempted village 
school district. The last said that 
two copies of the budget were on 
file in the office of the district clerk 
lor prior inspection. 
Citizens are pretty much alike in ; 
their deeming apathy toward such 
m atters. But it is im portant to note 
that where proposed budgets of this 
kind are involved, the law requires 
published notices ui newspapers. 
This is a basic part of due process 
which is so im portant to the Am­ 
erican way of life. F ailure io res- < 
pond when such public notice is 
given is the voter's or taxpayer's 
lo--s and in no way weakens the 
principle of public notice.

place m Congress, a State legis­ 
lature, a town council, or by ref­ 
erendum or initiative petition put 
squarely up to the people to leg­ 
islate. 
This 
regulation 
could 
make 
non-deductible, in part at least, 
dues paid to a labor organization 
or a trade association if such or­ 
ganization or association engages 
in any of the named but undefined 
activities. 
This regulation makes suspects as 
“ propaganda” any advertisement 
or 
similar public expression of 
views which is in some way con- 
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| municating with Members of Con­ 
gress, either directly or indirectly, 
do not abridge 
first amendment 
rights but simply make the cost of 
such activities non-deductible fcr 
tax purposes. However, those who 
hold these views, if they be prac­ 
tical men, realize that the imposi­ 
tion of punitive taxes is one of the 
most effective deterrents to the ex­ 
ercise of the constitutional rights 
of every citizen freely to exprss 
his views. The tree expression of 
views can hardly be deemed as 
against public policy. 
The same colclusion was reached 
by the U.S. Supreme Court 
in 
Speizer v. Randall, decided m 1958, 
and found at 357 U.S. 513 In this 
case, the court said in part as 
follows:

Progress 
toward 
a 
vaccine 
against the common cold was re­ 
ported today with the identifica­ 
tion of another virus as the cause 
of a significant percentage of colds 
among adults. 
There is now enough accumulat­ 
ed 
knowledge 
on 
viruses 
that 
cause colds and respiratory dis­ 
ease to attempt the development 
of vaccines to protect both adults 
and children, according to a re- 
l>ort m the Journal of the Ameri­ 
can Medical Association. 
A study involving more than 200 
industrial workers ai Rahway, N. 
J.. revealed the presence of cory- 
zaviru«. i.e.. cold virus, in 14 per 
cent of

volunteers 
suffering 
colds. Maurice R. Hilleman. Ph. 
D.. Vincent V. Hamparian. Ph. D.. 
and Albert Kctler. Ph. D.: Char­ 
les M. Reilly, M. D . Laurella Mc­

and Joseph Stokes Jr., M. 
D . Philadelphia said. 
Coryzavirus w a s found in 29 per­ 
sons with cold symptoms, t h e v 
said, but no coryzavirus was found 
among 49 persons without colds. 
This virus wa- the most prevalent 
in the adult study designed to de­ 
termine the relative importance of 
11 different viruses or virus fami­ 
lies. they said. 
Reviewing other studies of the 
causes of respiratory illness 
in 
adults in the general population, 
the authors '-aid. three types of 
viruses appear to bp the most im­ 
portant causes of respiratory ill­ 
ness in this group.

m 17 per cent, the researchers said 
A sum m ary of other studies of 
respiratory 
illness 
in 
children 
showed that RS virus.some ade­ 
novirus and parainfluenza viruses 
and Eaton agent are the predom­ 
inant causes of this syndrome. 
Accumulated information certain­ 
ly would seem to justify vaccina- 
tion efforts in both children and 
adults, the researchers concluded. 
“ Present knowledge of respira­ 


tory disease causation permits in­ 
telligent selection of virus strains 
for vaccines which, if successful 
may control a reasonable portion 
of the respiratory disease spec­ 
trum." an accompanying Journal 
Editorial said. 
For children, a vaccine contain­ 
ing certain adenoviruses and par­ 
ainfluenza viruses. RS virus and 
Eaton agent may well be indicated 
it said. For adults, a vaccine pro-, 
viding coverage against coryzavir­ 
us, rhinovirus 
and

agent 
would be worthy of development, it 
said. 
The researchers pointed out that
